LETTER FROM DR. G R A N T , AUGUST 12th, 1843. 


Complete subjugation of the Nestorians. 


The last number of tke Herald contained a deep- 


y interesting account of the invasion of the moun- 
ainiSestorians, communicated by Doct. Grant.— 
Many have doubtless supposed that the reports which 
have" reached this country, might prove to be some- 
vhat exaggerated. 
The following letter will com- 


>el them to" surrender this hope, and admit the con- 
:lus.ion, however unwelcome and painful, that this 
irave people have been effectually vanquished.— 
Joct. Grant at the date of this communication, was ' 
.tMonsul.—[Missionary Hearld. 


1 wrote you two weeks ago, giving the latest 


intelligence irom the mountains. 
Messengers 


iiave just now arrived, confirming the general 
correctness ot the reports which had reached us 
up to that date, and showing that they had lath- 
er fallen short than exceeded the truth. 
The 


die is now cast. The whole of'Tiyary, with the 
exception ol four or five villages, has been laid 
in rums, the houses bmned,the'<ggps destroyed, 
flocks driven awlfy, and even the trees cutdown 
and burned, or so cut to pieces that they could 
not be used for building ; so that, in such an in- 
hospitable country, it is hard to say whether we 
have most to mourn ior the living or the dead. 


Of the number of the killed it is impossible,as 


yet, to obtain any definite and correct informa- 
tion'. 
Our informants are among the most intel- 


ligent and trust-worthy Nestorians of the moun- 
tains, and their reports are corroborated by gen- 
eral rumor. 
They concur in saying that very 


many have fallen, both Nestorians and Koords; 
that the latter (with many 
of the former) were 


thrown into the river to prevent the surviving 
soldiers irom being disheartened—in other words 
to conceal the amount of their loss. 
As many 


of the Nestorians as fell into the power of the 
Koords were killed ; the women and children 
were taken prisoners and carried away into sla- 
very, except that many of the women who were 
neither young or handsome, were wantonly put 
to death on the spot. 
A party of these women, 


while crossing the Zab, in the anguish of being 
thus driven away by the merciless Kooids, sim 


strong," h« exultingly added. 
In this, however, 


there was some hyperbole. 
The largest numbers 


1 have heard estimated by the Neslorions,is that 
ot our informants to-day, who say they were 
seventy thousand strong; and it is now under- 
stood, and jrem-rally acknowledged, that they 
hiive acted by orders from the Turkish authori- 
ties. 


I have mentioned an excnption of four or nve 
ugea to the general destruction. They are 


situated in the small valley running from Lezan 
to Asheta ; but even of these, little remains save_ 
then miserable dwellings, and fields swept of 
their luxuriant crops. An exhorbitant sum- 
more than most will be able to pay—has been 
levied upon each household ; and to prevent a 
redress of their injuiies, each house has been 
compelled to contribute a gun; while a tew of 
the more aliicient have been seized and obliged 
to relinquish nil the arms in their possession.— 
Several hi^e been slain from these villages ; and 
a larire.number—some say one half—have fled 
for tlieir live;. Of these last many will leturn 
In their dwellings, and others may seek a prccai 
rious subsistence in some other place. 
The 


leader of the expedition, the zealous chief of 
Huhlan, has returned to his home, leaving one 
Zainal Bey—the most noted robber in the moun- 
tains—as governor at Asheta, over that section 
of the late powerful tribe of Tiyary. 
He has 


.iiken up his quartets in your mission-house, 
which he is finishing, with considerable addi- 
lions of his own. 


The patiiarcli is still here, wishing, however, 


that he were in Ooroomiah, whither he attempt- 
ed to flee from the mountains, but found the 
way intercepted by the Koords. He has been 
encouraged to hope for a successful interference 
in his favor by the British ambassador 
at the 


Poite. But as things now are, the most he can. 
hope for is the release ot his brothers and sisters, 
with other members of his family, eighteen or 
twenty in number. In accomplishing this, we 
may possibly exert a silent influence, and I 
trust, through some agency, it will jet be ef- 
fected.
